Planners take look 
at Euclid project

The Upland Planning Commission 
last Thursday night reviewed a $1 
million project aimed at easing traf- 
fic congestion on Euclid Avenue 
through improved signal control and 
left-turn pockets cut into the street's 
broad median. 

Commissioners balked at 
approving a report. on 
environmental impacts as they 
affect the historical nature of 
Euclid, requesting more detailed 
information on what the project 
would do to traffic on side streets 
crossing Euclid. 

Traffic on east-west streets 
intersecting the three mile stretch 
of Euclid will be discussed at the 
next commission meeting Feb. 22. 

City Engineer Fred Blanchard 
said the city hopes to go out to bid on 


the project this fall ang have 
construction completed about a year 
later. 

The bulk of the cost would be paid 
through federal aid urban funds 
totaling $600,000 to $700,000, 
Blanchard said. 

Upland and the state would share 
the remainder of the cost for Euclid, 
which is state Highway 83, he added. 
Blanchard said he did not know what 
that split between the city and the 
state would be. 

Although the total cost of the 
project in the report is placed at 
$1,041,000, Blanchard said he is 
hopeful the actual cost will be less. 

Euclid Avenue between 
Philadelphia Street in Ontario and 
24th Street in Upland was found 
eligible for inclusion in the National 
Register of Historical Places in 
1977.

Actor named parade 
marshal in Upland 


Actor Alan Hale Jr. — best known 
as the skipper in the ‘‘Gilligan’s 
Island’ television series — has been 
named grand marshal of Upland’s 
‘‘Pioneer Pilgrimage Parade’’ 
celebrating the 50th anniversary of 
the Madonna of the Trail. ° 

Parade organizers are hoping for 
a turnout of some 30,000 for the 
parade Feb. 10, kicking off a three- 
day celebration of the golden 
anniversary of the Upland statue. 

Ron Marshall, chairman of the 
parade committee, said. about 125 
entries are expected for the parade, 
including 25 equestrian. units, 13 
bands, drill teams, horse-pulled 
vehicles and 30 antique cars and 
trucks. 

Wiley Mather — a 94-year-old 
resident of Upland, long-time 


Chaffey High School teacher and’ 


attorney — has been selected 
general chairman for the 
celebration. 

Richard Saukko — ‘‘Tommy 
Trojan” at USC football games — 
will be dressed as George 
Washington and riding Traveler III 
down Euclid Avenue in the parade. 

Marshall said other celebrities 
scheduled to ride in the parade are: 
actor ‘‘Iron Eyes’’ Cody. 
broadcaster George Putnam, the 
yet-to-be-chosen Miss California 
Universe, Steve Kanaly of the 
television series ‘‘Dallas’’ and 
Bruce Wayne, traffic reporter for 
radio station KFT. 

Official bands of the Air Force, 
Navy and Marine Corps will 
perform, along with junior high and 
high school bands, Marshall added. 

He noted the Upland High School 
band and drill team will be among 
the parade entries. 


The Long: Beach Mounted Police 
color guard will lead off the parade, 
which begins at 10 a.m. on Feb. 10. 
An hour earlier, a ceremony is 
planned at the Madonna of the Trail 
for the removal of a ‘‘memory box”’ 
planted there in 1929. 


Items for a new memory box, or 
time capsule, are currently on 
display at the Upland Public 
Library, 450 N. Euclid Ave. 


The statue — at Euclid Avenue 
and Foothill Boulevard — is the 
westernmost of 12 across the United 
States marking historic Highway 40 
and honoring the pioneer woman.

An income profile of California 
cities released last week shows 
Upland with the highest per-capita 
income of any West End city as of 
1975, 

But even Upland’s $6,260 per 
resident income was far below the 
income level of California’s 
wealthiest community, Rolling 
Hills. Rolling Hills’ per-capita 
income was $19,886. 

The data. compiled by the Federal 
Census Bureau for the Office of 
Revenue Sharing, indicates that 
increases in per-capita income for 
West End cities from 1969 to 1975 is 
well ahead of the rate of inflation. 

Local government officials in 
some areas where population has 
increased since the report figures 
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The statues were financed by 
Daughters of the American 
Revoiution (DAR). 

Upland’s celebration is sponsored 
by the San Antonio Chapter of the 
DAR, the Upland Chamber of 
Commerce and the city. 

Although best known. for his role 
in ‘‘Gilligan’s Island,’ Hale has 
appeared in numerous movies and 
television shows. 

The actor said his career began 
with a role in the 1941 release, ‘‘I 
Wanted Wings,”’ featuring William 
Holden and Ray Milland. 

Over the years, Hale said, he has 
acted with such stars as James 
Cagney, Gary Cooper, Doris Day, 
Gordon MacRae.and Cornell Wilde. 

He noted he starred in two series 
— “Biff Baker USA” and ‘Casey 
Jones’ — during the early days of 
television. 

Hale bears a strong resemblance 
to his father, Alan Hale Sr., who is 
probably best remembered as 
“Little John” in both the Douglas 
Fairbanks and Errol Flynn versions 
of ‘‘Robin Hood.”’ 

Hale recently appeared in the 
television series ‘“‘Fantasy Island” 
and ‘‘Return to Gilligan’s Island,”’ a 
sequel to original series, which went 
out of production in 1966 but has 
been syndicated around the world. 

Hale operates a restaurant, Alan 
Hale’s Lobster Barrel, in West 
Hollywood, and devotes much of his 
time to his favorite hobby, golf. 

Hale was chairman of the Festival 
500 Celebrity Golf Tournament in 
Ontario in 1975. 


Marshall said a core of 50 
volunteers are making final 
preparations for the three-day 
celebration.

The street has not actually been 
entered in the register yet, but 
Euclid’s historic status led to the 
report reviewed Thursday by the 
commission. 

If approved by the city, the report 
— drafted by L.D. King Engineering 
Co. Inc. in Ontario — would be sent 
to the U.S. Highway Commission as 


_a prelude to federal funding. 


Carol Whelan, planner for L.D. 
King, told the commission the 
project designs were endorsed by 
the board of the Chaffey 
Communities Cultural Center. 

The report looks at 14 
intersections of Euclid from the San 
Bernardino Freeway north to 19th 
Street. 

A key feature of the project is left- 
turn pockets for Euclid traffic 
turning east and west at all 14 
intersections. 

Miss Whelan said L.D. King — 
who conducted the traffic study 
along with traffic consultant Mohle, 
Perry and Associates of Fullerton — 
rejected more extensive cutting into 
the Kuclid median for diagonal left 
turns. 

The left-turn pockets. serve as 
storage lanes, easing congestion for 
northbound and southbound traffic. 

These pockets would cut into the 
median 10 feet at intersections south 
of Foothill Boulevard and measure 
about 250 feet in length. 

North of Foothill, the median cuts 
would be 5 feet and measure about 
220 feet in length. 

All carrotwood trees uprooted by 
the median cuts south of Foothill 
would be replanted or replaced with 
the same variety, according to the 
report. The pepper trees north of 
Foothill would not be effected by the 
median cuts. Most curb torn out 
would be replaced with’ the same 
type. 

Several commissioners raised 
questions on what the median cuts 
would do to east-west traffic 
stacking up to make left turns onto 
Euclid.

Businessmen, police seek solutions 


Vandalism prompts city meeting

Repeated vandalism by youths in 
recent months at several businesses 
on Foothill Boulevard near Campus 
Avenue prompted a wide-ranging 
and sometimes emotional meeting 
last week at the Upland 
Police Department. 

Business owners, employees and 
representatives of the adjoining Los 
Olivos housing project discussed the 
incidents, causes for the crimes and 
what could be done to stop further 
vandalism with police officials. 

Proprietors and police agreed that 
the frequency of vandalism has 
increased drastically since late last 
year, with the businesses plagued 
recently by broken shop windows, 
smashed windshields and slashed 
tires. 

Marshall Dillon, owner of the Hair 
Corral since July, said his shop went 
out of brsiness Saturday, forced 
under by the repeated incidents. 

He estimated his loss at up to 
$20,000. 

Several of Dillon’s salon stylists 
said the vandalism had reached a 
point where they were afraid to go 
to work. Dillon said his staff of 10 is 
looking for, new jobs. 

Police Chief Coy Estes stressed 


that only six or seven youths, whose 
identities are known to the police, 
have been responsible for the 
property damage. 

He said most of the youths are 
currently on probation for 
malacious mischief. Both junior 
high and high school-aged youths are 
among the group, Estes said, adding 
that the average age is about 17. 

Estes later said the incidents are 
not gang-related. 

The police chief declined to 
outline full measures police are 
taking to combat the incidents, 
noting the presence of a reporter. 

However, he said the area is 
Subject to heavy patrol. 

Problems police face in stopping 
the youths include finding witnesses 
to the crimes and a juvenile justice 
system that returns the youths to 
the streets soon after arrest, Estes 
said. 

He added that four of the youths 
have been placed on probation 16 
times or more, with one suspect on 
probation 25 times. 

The business owners generally 
credited the police department with 
doing whatever it could to stop the 
vandalism. 

Mohammbd Seirafi, owner of gas 
stations at the northeast and 


southeast corners of Foothill and 
Campus, said Upland’s police 
response has been far better than 
other cities where he does business. 

Gus Ramos — executive director 
of the Upland Housing Authority — 
said tenants can be evicted from 
Los Olivos upon proof of 
involvement in crimes and added 
the project screens applicants. 

He — along with Estes, Capt. 
Gary Hart and representatives of 
Project HOY (Help Our Youth) — 
stressed that the vandalism is 
connected with only a small 
segment of Los Olivos youth. 

While the business owners and 
employees pressed for answers on 
why the vandalism has occurred, 
Ramos and the others working with 
Los Olivos said the causes are 
deeply rooted. 

Seirafi noted he came to. the 
United States 20 years ago 
‘‘penniless,’’ not knowing English 
and built himself into a successful 
businessman. 

- Seirafi asked, ‘‘Don’t these 
children have parents?” 

Albert Sanchez of HOY. noted 
many of the families have missing 
fathers, reducing parental 
authority. 

At one point, what Seirafi termed 


““excuses,’’ Ramos called 
“realities."’ 

Ramos said the vandalism is part 
of much larger and often frustrating 
problems associated with the low- 
income environment. 

He noted programs for improving 
conditions for youths, such as 
finding jobs, are ‘‘sporadic’’ and 
short-lived. Programs are not the 
total answer, Ramos said, but noted 
they are often cut back or canceled 
just when they start making an 
impact. 

Dillon said he does not expect 
“‘overnight”’ solutions and noted he 
hired one Los Olivos youth to help 
clean up his shop. 


With some frustration, he added, 
“I really don’t think there’s a 
solution.”’ 


Estes disagreed, saying ‘‘four or 
five troublemakers” are always 
responsible for the crimes and that 
conditions will improve once they 
are gone. 


Sam Maestas of HOY noted the 
organization is working to prevent 
juvenile delinquency and said the 
youths need more access to ‘‘role 
models’’ such as the businessmen.

were compiled say that per-capita 
income today is even higher than 
that reflected by the study. 

Statistics from the census bureau 
report are used in determining 
eligibility for federal funding and 
welfare aid. 

Upland, the West End’s wealthiest 
city, reported a 1975 per-capita 
income of $6,260 —- a substantial 
increase over the $3 826 per-capita 
income posted by the city in 1969. 

The increase is well ahead of the 
rate of inflation for the six - year 
period. San Bernardino County 
figures show a 46.8 percent increase 
in inflation during that same time 
span. 

The per-capita income for San 
Bernardino County has risen 56.4 
percent during that period. 

Ontario, the West End’s largest 


city, ranked toward the bottom on 
the per-capita income scale, just 
slightly above Montclair and Chino. 
Ontario’s per-capita income was 
$4,346 for each of its 65,434 residents 
in 1975. 

The West End’s newest city, 
Rancho Cucamonga, ranked second 
to Upland in the race for wealth 
among West End communities. The 
1975 figures show the city with a 
population of only 27,817 and a per- 
capita income of $4,662. 

Chino, with 29,988 residents in 
1975, was the poorest West End 
community. Its per-capita income 
was $3,940. > 

Per-capita income in Montclair as 
of 1975 was $4,257 while Fontana’s 
income per resident was $4,612. 

The West End’s_ neighboring 
community of Claremont surpassed 


s 


all of the local cities with a per- 
capita income of $6,389 for each of 
its 26,11 residents in 1975. 

Pomona, with a population of 
81,765 in 1975, had a_ per-capita 
income of $4,140. 

On a countywide basis, San 
Bernardino County posted an 
average per-capita income of $4,694 
compared to the combined per- 
capita income of $4,948 for the 11 
Southern California counties. 

The poorest California 
community, according to the 
statistics, was Yountville in Napa 
County, with a per-capita income of 
$2,137, 

Upland City Manager Lee Travers 
said the per-capita income of his 
community is probably higher now 
than it was in 1975 when the figures 
were compiled. 
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The 1975 population figures, 
indicating 39,419 residents, is 
actually about 6,000 less than 
today’s estimated population, he 
explained. 

Increased population will 
Probably raise the per-capita 


income, according to Travers, since 
most new residents appear to be in a 
higher - income bracket based on 
the type of homes they have 
purchased, 

The same holds true in Rancho

Smog agency approves 
70 clean air measures

WEST COVINA — After two years 
of work and a month of debate, the 
South Coast Air Quality Manage- 
ment District board adopted a plan 
Friday for achieving clean air in 
Southern California during the next 
decade. 

The plan contains more than 70 
measures intended to reduce 
pollutants and achieve federal air 
quality standards in four counties 
within the South Coast air basin, in- 
cluding San Bernardino County. 

The plan is of special importance 
to the West End of San Bernardino 
County, which has recorded the 
worst air quality readings in the 
nation’s smoggiest basin over the 
past few years. 

“As they say in Cape Canaveral, 

“We have a plan,’ 
a Riverside County supervisor who 
is chairman of the district board, 
Said after the vote. 

McCandless stood behind a foot- 
high stack of documents that formed 
the basis for the plan. 

The plan relies heavily on 
technological advances in imposing 
new pollution controls on industry, 
auto and aircraft engines. 

But it also hopes to change the 
one-person, one-car commuting 
habits of millions of Southern 
Californians through encourage- 
ment of car pools and expansion of 
public transit. 

The plan includes a measure that 
would require annual inspection and

maintenance of automobiles in the 
South Coast air basin after 1982. 
Cars which flunk the pollution con- 
trol tests will be required to undergo 
repairs. 

The plan will cost $500 million an- 
nually, or $50 for each of 10 million 
Southern Californians. One-time in- 
vestment costs are estimated at 
$800 million. 

The plan was the result of two 
years of work by the district and the 
Southern California Association of 
Governments, the six-county 
regional planning agency. The 
association’s executive committee 
approved the final version Thurs- 
day. | 

The plan was submitted in com- 
pliance with a 1976 state law which 
created the district and the 1977 
federal Clean Air Act Amendments. 

It will attempt to achieve most 
federal air quality standards by 1982 
and show progress toward standards 
for ozone, oxides of ‘nitrogen and 
carbon monoxide by 1987. 

The photochemical smog common 
in Southern California is expressed 
in terms of ozone. It is formed when 
hydrocarbons react chemically with 
oxides of nitrogen in sunshine. 

J.A. “Jeb’’ Stuart, the district's 
executive officer, told the board Fri- 
day the plan will not be greatly 
affected by the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency’s decision to 
change the federal standard for 
ozone. 

The federal standard was relaxed 
from .08 parts of ozone per million 


parts of air (ppm) to 12 ppm. The 
current state standard is .10 ppm. 

Since the South Coast air basin ex- 
ceeds those standards, ‘‘that won’t 
make much difference,’’ Stuart 
said, at least before 1982. 

After 1982, the district can re- 
evaluate some of the measures in its 
plan and discard those it determines 
are the least cost-effective, Stuart 
said. 

The district’s plan will be one of a 
number that the California Air 
Resources Board will have to weld 
into a single statewide plan for air 
quality. 

The state board will have to sub- 
mit its plan to the U.S. Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency for approval 
by July 1. The 1977 federal law re- 
quires all states to show how they 
will achieve federal clean air stan- 
dards by the 1980s. 


Without a plan, the agency can in- 
voke federal sanctions that would 
deny federal grants to local 
governments for sewage treatment 
plants, highway construction and 
other transportation purposes. 

The district’s plan will also comp- 
ly with its obligation under state law 
to show how the more stringent 
state clean air standards can be 
achieved. The 1976 state law does 
not set specific deadlines for the 
standards. 

The only debate Friday was 
whether the district board should 
have the right to review and concur 
with changes made in the plan by 
the state and federal governments.

For the fees to take effect, they 
must 'be approved by the district 
board and city councils in Ontario, 
Upland, Chino, Montclair and 
Fontana; and the board of directors 
of the Cucamonga County Water 
District. 

Only one city council (Upland) has 
acted to endorse the fees. The others 
have not acted yet. 

The citizens’ group has argued 
that expansion of the regional 
sewage treatment plants should be 
put to the voters in the form of a 
bond issue. 

“But CBMWD and the cities have 
chosen to violate both the letter and 
the spirit of Proposition 13 and 
refuse us a voice in this decision. We 
can’t let this happen,”’ the ad says.

The truth that many men 
dény is that they are 
struggling with — or destin- 
ed to struggle with — a 
‘mid-life crisis’ far worse 
than the one women face 
The victim typically is in 
his 40s or early 50s. He is a 
driven individual near the 
peak of his career. His 
fifancial commitments are 


heavy. He is starting to 
worry about younger com 
petitors in his field and 


feels compelled to work 
ever harder to stay ahead 

He has neglected his 
family and old friends. He 
néver has enough time. He 
becomes inceasingly in 
different to sex — at least 
with his wife. He misses his 
children, who have grown 


and left the home. He 
becomes depressed 
Often this depression 


leads to what the victim 
perceives strongly as a slip 
toward sexual impotency 
The crucial choices such 
a man must make can spell 
the difference between 
calamity and successful 
transition to a happier life 
“A developmental step at 
mid-life is necessary for 
everyone,’ explained Dr 
Richard W. Anderson. a 
Seripps Clinic and Research 
Foundation psychiatrist 
“The fact that the step is a 
crisis for many doesn’t 


necessarily mean that it has 
to become a_ calamity 
Rather, it can be an oppor- 
tunity for growth 

“The choice one must 
make is whether he is going 
to really live, often with a 
new set of values, or simply 
Stagnate and barely exist 
for the remainder of his 
life 

The changes (that one 
must make) may be exter- 
nal, such as a change of job 
residence or marriage. But, 
most often they are internal 
and consist of a modifica 
tion of one’s dreams and 
values.”’ 

He explained, for exam 
ple, that one positive 
change men can make is to 
make a careful inventory of 
their position in life 

A man must realize that 
he can’t be the president of 
the company, a Noble Prize 
winner or chairman of his 
department,’’ he said 
“Then, he has to reconcile 
this with what he has ac- 
complished and what he can 
do in the remaining years 
left to him 

‘Only by thinking this 
through carefully can he in- 
tegrate it into his own life 
structure so that his subse- 
quent conduct is not just 
more appropriate in the 
eyes of others but also more 
satisfying to him.”’

LOS ANGELES — As the 
occupational therapist 
leans over the newborn 
child at Centinela Hospital 
Medical Center to ad- 
minister a series of 
response tests, a scene 
from 25 years ago flashes 
into the mind of the writer: 

When the parents of the 
baby girl brought her home, 
‘the newborn child was 
showered with the expected 
amount of joyous love. In 
two years, the parents were 
faced with the initial tests 
that would tell them the 
child was mentally retard- 
ed. 

While they continued 
their love and devotion for 
the child, they wished they 
had known sooner, so they 
could have done more. But 
that scene and those years 
are past, and drastic ad- 
vancements in medical 
diagnostic procedures have 
occurred 

Today, children and 
parents have the advantage 
of getting special assess- 
ment attention just: three 
days after birth. 

Teams like the physician - 
directed group at Centinela 
Hospital — composed of an 
occupational therapist, a 
home nurse and a social 

_ worker immediately 
begin monitoring a child's 
every need 


» . The team works to insure 
. every advantage in the 


parent - child ‘‘bonding” 


process. 


“Years ago, people didn’t 
know until the children 
were nearly preschool age 


that something was 
wrong,’ said Kimberly 
Higgins, director of oc- 


cupational therapy at Cen- 
tinela 

“Now, with any child 
whom the doctor has iden- 
tified as high risk — one 
that might possibly have 
something wrong — we do 
an assessment three days 
after birth 

“Then we usually do a 
follow-up check three 
months later.” 

The identification of a 
child shouldn't be con- 
sidered a negative sign, 
Mrs. Higgins stressed 

High - risk infants are 
those who might be 
premature, have blood in- 
compatibility, have 
respiratory distress syn- 
drome or an imbalance of 
bodily chemicals, she said. 
All are common oc- 
curences. 


decline in sexual prowess 
perceived by troubled men 
is a normal ‘‘male 
menopause. ”’ 

Actually, there is no 
such thing as a male 
menopause,’ Anderson 
declared. ‘‘We now know 
that hormone levels in the 
male decline gradually 
from about age 15 but that 
they continue in healthy in- 
dividuals throughout life 


‘The unrest and distress 
sometimes seen in mid-life 
is not the result of any sex- 
ual decline but rather the 
result of a need to reassess 
one’s values and priorities 
in life 


“Scientists now realize 
that the ‘impotency’ men 
commonly experience in 
their 40s and 50s is usually 
caused by depression 
associated with the onset of 
the mid-life crisis. 


‘Depression knocks the 
fun out of everything, 
whether it be eating, sleep- 
ing, travel, work, the arts 
or sex. We usually find that 
when depression is con- 
quered, with new 
medications that have 
become recently available 
or through counseling, 
potency soon returns.’

‘‘We encourage the 
parents to be even more 
soothing and loving to these 
babyes, because they are 
often more irritable,”’ 
Higgins said. 

‘People have amazing 
misconceptions about how 
babies should act. We try to 
help alleviate these. 

“By dispensing with 
rumors, we can help the 
mother understand that all 
babies are different and 
develop at different rates. 

“Just because some are 
slow doesn’t mean there is 
something permanently 
wrong. They might just 
need more attention.”

Most often, he saids, they 
have had a rich family life 
in boyhood and early 
adulthood. 


‘‘These men have 
successfully cultivated the 
capacity for caring and 
human commitment, two 
virtues that can often keep 


a marriage going through . 


the turbulent and unhappy 
middle period. They realize 
that, after their children 
have grown up, these are 
the only worthwhile things 
they have left.” 


To illustrate how a troubl- 
ed individual can free 
himself from full - blown 
mid-life crisis, Anderson 
did describe one successful 
case history:

His solution was to forfeit 
his high - paying job to head 
a foundation for the educa- 
tion and treatment of 
alcohol and drug abuse. 


“He shifted from a strict- 
ly business - oriented activi- 
ty to a totally humanitarian 
venture. Along.“with the 
move came a change in per- 
sonality. He became a more 
sensitive, understanding 
man. 


‘Initially, he perceived 
his .wife’s alcoholism: as 
misconduct. Only later was 
he able to see that it was 
due, in part, to his psy- 
chological distance from 
her and his children during 
the crucial early years.”’ 

Although many men can- 
not find such a clear-cut 
path to beneficial change, 
Anderson said all should be 
able to make the thoughtful 
reassessment and value 
changes necessary to 
achieve a more satisfying 
life.

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Questions, answers about food stamps program 


In the effort to better inform the public about the Food 
Stamp Program, the following questions and answers 
were prepared by the Food Stamp Outreach Project 
(FSOP), a program of Community Services Department. 

What are food stamps? 

— Food stamps are coupons that can be used like 
money to buy food and food related items, such as seeds 
a plants to grow food for the household’s own consump- 

ion. 

—Unfortunately, current law prohibits the purchase of 
non - food items such as paper products, soap, 
detergents, toothpaste, etc. 

Who qualifies for food stamps? 

— Any household that meets the income and resource 
requirements may be eligible. 

— You do not have to be a U.S. Citizen to qualify, but 
must be in this country legally. 

— As a rule, people who are receiving small incomes, 
and/or have many deductible expenses may be eligible. 

— People living alone may also be eligible if the re- 
quirements are met. 

— People or families living as a separate unit with 
other families may also be eligible. 

— Students not being claimed as tax dependent by an 
ineligible household; persons receiving unemployment 
insurance, G.I., or Social Security benefits may also be 
eligible if they meet the income and resource re- 
quirements. 

— Households receiving Welfare assistance (AFDC) 
are automatically eligible for food stamps. 

What is the Resource Requirement? 

-— The resource requirement limits the total value of 
non - exempt resources. 

— For most households the limit is $1,500. 

— If the household has two or more people and at least 
one of the household members is age 60 or older, the 
household can have non - exempt resources worth up to 
$3,000. 


What Resources are Exempt? 
— The following resources are exempt or not counted, 
for food stamp eligibility purposes: 
1. Your house, lot, and one licensed vehicle. 
2. Your personal belongings and household goods. 


Blood use has changed greatly 


“Blood use and blood banking have changed greatly in 
the past five years,” said Leroy Kelly. 

The new director of donor resources for the Blood 
Bank of San Bernardino and Riverside counties spoke on 
“Blood is Priceless — Give the Gift of Life’ during a 
recent meeting of the San Antonio Community Hospital 
Auxiliary. 

‘‘New theories are being developed,”’ he said. ‘“‘For 
instance, a cure for viral hepatitis is expected in five 
years. 

: “We're constantly seeking new uses for blood.”’ Kelly 
said. 

One pint of blood now is fractionalized down and given 
to six people, he explained.

What Resources are Counted? 
~— Resources that are usually counted include: 

1. Savings or cash you have on hand. 

2. Real property - excluding the house you live in. 

3. Second cars not being used by working members of 
the household. 

4. Stocks and bonds, money from insurance 
settlements, inheritances, prizes, awards, and lump sum 
payments are all counted as resources. 

What is the Income Requirement? 

— The income requirement limits the total income 
that a household can have to be eligible for food stamps. 

— The limits for the different size households are 
shown below:

— It is important to note however, that the above in- 
come limits represent income after seven possible 
deductions. 

What are the Seven Possible Deductions? 

— The seven possible deductions include: 

1. 10 percent of net pay - up to $30. 

2. All Medical expenses - if over $10. 

3. Educational tuition and fees. 

4. Child support or alimony. 

5. Payments made to have someone care for 
dependents while you work, or go to school or a training 
program. 

6. Home repairs or replacement expenses due to a dis- 
aster.

Kelly described a new machine with two needles that 
go into the donor’s arm. 

“You push a button if you want just platelets and it- 
takes the platelets out of the blood and pumps the rest of 
the blood back into the donor. That’s why the two 
needles,’’ he said. 

The machines cost $18,000 each. The blood bank has 
purchased two and expects to have a total of four in the 
next eight years. 

Innovations for the local Blood Bank include a drawing 
center in Hemet that is opened Mondays through 
Thursdays from 3:30 to 6:30 p.m. and a community blood 
reserve account in the high desert area that is a first 
nationwide.

— However, household will not receive all of their 
current coupon allotment free. 

For example, in the above situation, the household ot 
five would receive the coupon allotment of $216 - what 
they normally would have paid $141.00 - $7 worth of free 
food stamps.

How Do I Go About Applying for food stamps? 

~ Gather verification of all your income, expenses, 
and resources such as pay stubs, rent receipts, utility 
bills, bank books, car registration, etc. 

— Take all your vertification to the nearest Depart- 
ment of Social Services, and tell the receptionist that you 
want to apply for food stamps. 

— Complete the application that the receptionist will 
give. 

— An Eligility Worker will interview you and deter- 
mine if you qualify. 

— Two to three weeks later you will receive a letter 
notifying you if you wree certified or not. 

What are the services provided by the Food Stamp 
Outreach Program? 

The Food Stamp Outreach Program, independent of 
the Welfare Department, provides’ the following ser- 
vices:

Gary Johnson, Air California 
customer service supervisor said 
ramp service agents will have 10 to 
20 minutes to empty the plane of 
about 300 pounds of luggage and to 
load on a like amount, and then to 
clean and prepare the airship for the 
next flight out of Ontario. 


Flight attendants check water, 
food and oxygen supplies in the 
passenger compartments as more 
ramp service agents quickly clean 
the cabin. 


In the cockpit, the pilot and co- 
pilot check the plane’s mechanical 
condition, fuel, their proposed route, 
weather conditions and local air 
traffic as passengers make their 
way to the plane. 


The routine is standardized; ef- 
ficient but not very exciting, accor- 
ding to co-pilot Bob Neal. ‘‘It used to 
be a pretty romantic job, but that’s 
all gone now. There's still a lot of 
pleasure in the job for those who like 
to fly, though,”’ he said. 


Flight attendants greet 
passengers and calm the nervous 
with a smile and some small talk as 
the plane taxis up the runway. 


The pilots have a conversation of 
their own — with the control tower 
— before take-off. After receiving 
clearance, the throttles are pulled, 
the jet accelerates and Ontario 
becomes just another place on the 
map.

Taupo is reputed to be the 
fishiest hunk of water in a 
county that’s world famous 
for its fishing. 

Not a bad foundation for a 
fishing guide business. 

Still, for all its finny in- 
habitants, a stranger would 
be hard-pressed to chug 
around Taupo for a day and 
strike up a meaningful 
relationship — Kiwis, 
thankfully, don’t use that 
term — with trout. 

Dickie, however, spends 
only a little less time on the 
water than the fish do in it. 
Last year, he fished 327 
days. Yes, there are 365 
days in a year down here, 
too. 

A catch of 4,000 trout, 
then, figures out to 12 a day 
on his boat. This limit is 10 
per rod a day. 

At least as impressive as 
Dickie’s catchy techniques 
is the size of the fish. Those 
4,000 averaged — hang onto 
your rod handle, Izaak 
Walton — three and one- 
half pounds each. 

Three years ago, he put a 
limit of rainbows on the 
boat that averaged five and 
one-half pounds a piece.

winter traveling

visor William T. Dresser 
said, 

According to Dresser, ac- 
cidents to motor vehicles 
often occur in winter 
because drivers are un- 
aware of the hazards of ice 
and snow on mountain 
roads and the rapidly 
changing weather con- 
ditions. Motorists are asked 
to drive with extra caution 
during the winter months by 
reducing speeds, keeping 
extra distance between 
moving vehicles, and by 
always carrying tire chains. 
People should be aware of 
icy road conditions during 
early morning or late after- 
noon; be alert for unusually 
dark areas on the pavement 
— they could be patches of 
ice. 

Many injuries and mis- 
haps occur to people engag- 
ed in sledding, tobogganing, 
and other snowplay ac- 
tivities. Forest officers ad- 
vise that locations for 
snowplay be selected with 
care; they should be check- 
ed for safe runouts, hidden 
obstructions, and unex- 
pected drop - offs. Steep 
slopes, icy conditions, and 
areas with numerous trees 
should be avoided. 







Children should be. super- 
vised closely during snow 
play activities; they can 
become chilled quickly and 
warm clothing is a necessi- 
ty. It is suggested that 
clothing for children in- 
clude rubber boots, caps, 
mittens and jackets. They 
should also have extra dry 
socks, and, if possible, a 
complete change of 
clothing. 


Awareness of a few safety 
precautions can make a 
winter visit to the moun- 
tains a safe and pleasurable 
experience.

An 11-pound brown and a 
nine and one-half pound 
rainbow are the largest 
specimens Dickie has 
become acquainted with on 
the lake. 

This no doubt all sounds 
quite thrilling and exciting, 
and it is. In the interests of 
accurate journalism, 
however, it must be 
reported that Taupo is suf- 
fering from one nagging, 
over-riding problem: It is 
generally agreed the lake is 
underfished. 

That's right, 
fished. 

A few years ago it con- 
tained féwer fish, but they 
were larger than today’s 
residents. 

America’s trout waters 
should be so cursed. 

There are two reasons for 
Taupo’s tantalizing trouble. 
One is there are 30 streams, 
including the Tongariro 
River immortalized by 
Zane Grey, that provide 
spawning facilities for the 
sex-crazed trout. 

The other is there simply 
aren’t enough anglers 
around, either natives or 
tourists, to keep up with the 
minnow-making. 

Five Americans did their 
best to correct the situation 
one Sunday afternoon. 
Strictly for biological pur- 
poses, you understand. 

On a spring day when you 
could almost touch the 
clouds with your rod tip, 
when the wind was up and 
the rain was thundering 
down, we trolled for about 
seven hours. 

The result: 16 rainbows 
up to four and one-half 
pounds, average three and 
one-fourth pounds. 

“I catch more fish than 
any other guide,’ noted 
Dickie. He was not 
boasting. He made .the 
statement only after 
considerable prodding to 
assess his standing among 
Taupo guides. 

While the lake obviously 
is home to thousands of fish, 
their exact. neighborhood 
changes with the seasons. 

This is where a guide 
comes in handy. A good one 
will know whether to go 
prospecting in the depths 
with lead-core line, or if a 
streamer fly trolled barely 
under the surface is the 
most effective. 

During a November out- 
ing, Dickie judged the trout 
to be residing about 15 feet 
below the surface.

Timed to coincide with 
this February's total solar 
eclipse, the last total 
eclipse of this century in 
North America, the Clare- 
mont Human Services

Individuals who take the 
introductory course can ex- 
pect to acquire a closer, 
more personal orientation 
with the night and daytime 
skies. More specifically, 
they will develop an un- 
derstanding of the scope of 
the universe and the place 
of our planet therein. 

Participants can expect 
by the end of the eight 
weeks that they will be able 
to identify key con- 
stellations, stars, and 
planets visible in our south- 
western sky. The eclipse of 
Feb. 26 will be a pivotal 
topic. 

Instructional strategies 
will include lecture, visual 
models, films and _ slides, 
and group observation, both 
naked eye and with ap- 
propriate astronomical 
instruments. 

Each session will be ap- 
proximately 1% hours long, 
structured into half-hour 
periods of talk, films, and 
observation.
